It has recently been brought to the attention of this Board 
that raw milk is being sold in the Town of Southboro. Since 
the sale of raw milk is prohibited your attention is called 
to existing regulations abstracted below as found in the Town 
of Southboro Board of Health Rules and Regulations, dated 
January 20, 1942: 


Chapter II 
MILK REGULATIONS 


Section 1. "No person shall sell any milk in the Town 
of Southboro without a permit to do so from the Milk 
Inspector; no person selling over 20 quarts a day or 
selling any milk produced by another or others shall 
do so without a license from the Milk Inspector.’ 


Section 11. "On and after September lst, 1934 no person, 
firm, or corporation shall sell, exchange, deliver, offer 
for sale, or have in possession with intent so to do, any 
milk or cream in the Town of Southboro unless the same be 
certified according to the provisions of the law, or 
pasteurized as defined in Section 1 of Chapter 94 of the 
General Laws. Any previous regulations in conflict with 
this regulation are declared null and void. ‘This section 
shall not apply to milk intended for pasteurization.'" 


Copies of these and related regulations are available through 
the Board of Health. In that the Town has no nominal Milk 
Inspector the permits and licenses referred to above are ob- 
tainable through the Agent of the Board of Health. It is re- 
quested that you acknowledge receipt of this notice by sign- 
ing and returning the enclosed card.

I am writing to call your attention to a change in the law 
concerning payment for hospital care of premature infants. 


Section 67C of Chapter 601 of the Acts of 199 has been 
amended. In the opening sentence, the word "five" replaces the 
words "four and one-half," This portion of Section 67C now reads 
as follows: 


"Expenses for the care and hospitalization of an infant 
weighing five pounds or less at birth shall be paid by the 
parents or guardian or any other person bound by law to 
maintain such infant, if he or they be able to pay; otherwise, 
by the board of health of the town wherein the mother of such 
infant resides, subject to the provisions relative to notice 
and reimbursement as hereinafter provided. ......seccccecscee! 


This change requires that parents whose infant weighs five pounds or 
less at birth and who are unable to pay for hospital care of such 
infant, will be eligible to apply for financial assistance under the 

law, 


This amendment is effective December 9, 1955 and will apply 
to all births on and after that date.
